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PREFACE. 


I publish  this  work,  firstly,  because  I have  received 
several  enquiries  regarding  the  biniodide  treatment  of 
scarlet  fever  from  medical  men  in  various  parts  of  the 
country ; secondly,  because  I was  the  first  to  use  and 
recommend  the  remedy  in  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  ; 
and  thirdly,  but  chiefly,  because  I am  desirous  that  my 
professional  brethren  should  have  every  facility  afforded 
them  for  testing  the  value  of  a remedy,  the  efficacy  of 
which,  in  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease,  has 
proved  of  immense  service  to  myself  in  practice. 

I have  to  thank  Mr.  Benjamin  Clarke,  of  Hampstead, 
for  the  suggestions  regarding  disinfection  of  houses, 
which  are  in  the  main  culled,  with  his  permission,  from 
his  work  on  “ The  Sentry  System,  or  how  to  extinguish 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Small-pox  in  the  United  Kingdom  in 
three  months."

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In  all  diseases  due  to  the  lodgment,  growth,  and  de- 
velopment of  specific  germs  in  any  part  of  the  body, 
there  is,  sooner  or  later,  a manifestation  of  their 
deleterious  effect  upon  the  economy,  in  the  shape  of 
well-marked  spansemia.  In  many  instances  there  is 
the  development  of  a type  of  disease  known  as  malig- 
nant, from  its  virulence,  due,  it  cannot  I think  he 
doubted,  to  the  exhausting  depredations  of  the  germs, 
more  rapidly  and  extensively  exerted  than  ordinarily, 
upon  the  oxygen  of  the  corpuscles  of  the  blood.  The 
indications  therefore  in  treatment  are  germicidal  and 
hajmatinic.  The  hiniodide  of  mercury  will  be  found  to 
answer  every  purpose  in  the  former  ; whilst  iron  has 
stood  the  test  of  time  in  the  latter  capacity.  Further, 
seeing  that  the  abstraction  of  oxygen  from  the  blood, 
from  any  cause,  has  the  effect  of  reducing  the  fibrin  of 
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continuing  it  again.  In  all  there  was  a more  rapid 
recovery  than  with  other  moans  of  treatment  I had 
adopted  during  an  epidemic  of  the  disease,  extending 
over  a period  of  about  twelve  months,  during  which 
time  I had  treated  about  150  cases. 

In  mild  cases  of  scarlatina  simplex,  where  the  sym- 
pathetic disturbance  of  the  system  generally  is  but 
slight,  as  indicated  by  slightly  coated  tongue,  and  only 
slight  rise  of  temperature,  the  patient  may  be  put  upon 
steel  and  chlorate  of  potash,  with  the  biniodide  in  pill 
or  powder,  at  once.  In  young  children  I give  from 
half  to  drop- doses  of  the  strong  per  chloride  of  iron,  and 
two  grain  doses  of  chlorate  of  potash,  every  two  or 
three  hours,  well  sweetening  the  mixture  with  glycerine 
or  syrup.  The  biniodide  powders  are  readily  taken  by 
all  children.  If,  however,  the  disturbance  of  the  system 
be  great,  as  indicated  by  thickly  coated  tongue  and  high 
temperature,  the  mixture  will  be  the  best  form  in  which 
to  administer  the  biniodide.  In  some  cases  it  may  be 
noted  that  the  sympathetic  inflammatory  congestion  of 
the  digestive  tract  is  so  urgent  that  there  is  actual 
consolidation  of  the  mucous  membrane,  with  com- 
mencing effusion  of  fibrinous  material  between  the 
mucous  and  submucous  tissues,  as  indicated  by  a hard 
dry  tongue.  In  such  cases  the  acetate  of  ammonia  or 
the  salicylate  of  soda  may  be  added  to  the  mixture. 
But  in  all  cases  the  iron  and  chlorate  of  potash  should 
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be  given  as  soon  as  the  tongue  is  clean ; the  biniodide 
being  then  administered  in  powder  or  pill,  according  to 
the  age  of  the  patient. 

Locally,  I apply  the  biniodide  of  mercury  with  a 
straight  brush  mounted  on  stout  wire,  three  times  a 
day  to  the  affected  parts  of  the  throat.  I prepare  it 
thus : — add  ten  minims  of  a 1 in  4 solution  of  potassic 
or  sodic  iodide  to  J iss.  of  a 1 in  500  solution  of  the 
bichloride  of  mercury,  and  sweeten  to  ^ ii-  with  pure 
glycerine.  This  makes  a red  mixture,  in  which  the 
biniodide  forms  a fine  precipitate  suspended  in  glycerine. 
Being  sweet,  children  do  not  much  object  to  the  appli- 
cation, and  the  parents  or  nurse  can  easily  be  taught 
how  to  use  it. 

In  some  cases  there  is  such  an  irritable  state  of  the 
stomach  that  the  biniodide  mixture  is  continually 
vomited.  In  these  a combination  of  bismuth,  carbolic 
and  hydrocyanic  acids,  will  be  found  to  answer  well, 
and  the  biniodide  may  then  be  given  in  powder  form. 

In  the  malignant  form  we  have  to  deal  with  a con- 
dition of  the  blood  similar  to  that  which  is  present  in 
all  cases  of  the  disease  and  other  exanthemata,  sooner 
or  later  in  their  progress — a condition  of  over- fluidity — 
due,  I believe,  to  the  depredations  of  micro-organisms 
upon  the  oxygen  of  the  corpuscles.  The  only  difference 
is,  that  in  the  malignant  cases  it  is  more  rapidly  de- 
veloped, on  account  of  the  intensity  of  the  poison,  the 
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twofold  and  extensive  abstraction  of  oxygen  by  the 
tissues  and  micro-organisms  rendering  compensatory 
oxygenation  of  the  blood  by  the  respiratory  process 
impossible.  Collapse  is  thus  induced,  as  indicated  by 
the  dusky  hue  of  the  face  and  skin  generally,  scanty 
vash,  prostration  of  vital  energy,  and,  very  frequently, 
diarrhoea.  In  these  cases  iron  should  be  liberally  and 
frequently  given,  with  alcoholic  stimulants,  until  the 
equilibrium  of  the  circulation  is  restored.  The  bin- 
iodide  may  then  be  given  in  powder  or  pill  as  usual ; 
but  the  throat  should  be  repeatedly  cleansed  from  the 
very  first.  Iron  I believe  to  be  (in  its  astringent  forms) 
the  only  remedy  which  can  supply  the  blood  with  those 
elements  of  fibrin  and  haemoglobin,  of  which  it  is  in 
such  cases  so  rapidly  deprived. 

Antipyretics,  such  as  antipyrin  and  antifebrin,  should 
not  be  given,  because  of  the  defibrinating  action  of 
both  these  powerful  drugs  upon  the  blood  ; or  if  em- 
ployed, it  should  be  only  during  the  first  day  or  so 
of  a case  of  scarlatina  simplex  or  anginosa,  to  combat 
the  sympathetic  febrile  disturbance.  In  malignant 
cases,  for  the  reason  given,  the  effect  would  be  dis- 
astrous. In  the  same  way,  aconite  in  2^  minim  doses 
of  the  tincture,  given  every  two  hours,  might  prove 
serviceable  in  the  simpler  forms  of  the  fever,  whilst  it 
would  produce  fatal  results  in  the  malignant.  The 
biniodide,  by  removing  the  cause  of  the  febrile  dis- 
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turbance,  reduces  the  temperature  rapidly,  and  may 
thus  be  described  as  an  antipyretic  of  a very  high  order. 

In  regard  to  diet,  milk  is  of  the  greatest  service, 
when  given  at  regular  intervals  of  three  or  four  hours, 
so  as  to  allow  of  due  digestion  and  assimilation. 

In  scarlatinal  dropsy  I have  had  the  best  results  with 
iron  and  occasional  doses  of  jalapin  or  the  compound 
jalap  powder.  In  convulsions  from  this  cause  I have 
saved  life  by  venesection,  to  three,  four,  six,  and  even 
nine  ounces  in  young  children. 

The  chief,  if  not  the  only  source  of  infection,  I believe 
to  be  the  throat.  I have  no  hesitation  in  placing  chil- 
dren with  others  at  the  end  of  the  tenth  or  twelfth  day, 
provided  them  throats  are  perfectly  free  from  inflam- 
matory and  ulcerative  mischief.  I think  that  one,  or 
at  the  outside  two  carbolic  soap  baths,  about  the  tenth 
day,  are  quite  sufficient  to  prevent  infection  from  the 
skin. 

Prophylaxis. — The  biniodide  of  mercury  has  proved 
an  efficient  prophylactic  in  my  hands.  It  may  be  given 
in  powder,  pill  or  mixture,  in  appropriate  doses,  three 
times  a day. 

I may  state  that  1 have  received  confirmatory  reports 
of  the  value  of  biniodide  treatment  from  Dr.  Hoadley 
Gabb  of  Hastings,  Dr.  Clement  Dukes  of  Rugby,  Dr. 
Headley  Neale  of  Leicester,  Dr.  Lloyd  Brown  of 
London,  and  others. 
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Diphtheria. —The  biniodide  treatment  of  this  dis- 
ease is  very  similar  to  that  of  scarlet  fever.  The 
affected  parts  of  the  mucous  membrane  should  be  well 
and  frequently  swabbed  with  the  biniodide  lotion,  and 
the  mixture  given  every  two  or  three  hours,  until  all 
local  traces  of  the  disease  have  disappeared.  If,  how- 
ever, symptoms  of  collapse  present  themselves,  iron 
and  chlorate  of  potash  should  be  given  and  stimulants 
also. 

Of  the  treatment  of  diphtheritic  croup  I need  say 
nothing  more,  except  this,  that  iron  should  be  given 
at  once  in  full  and  frequently  repeated  doses.  I wish , 
however,  to  refer  here  to  the  value  of  astringent  and 
depressant  treatment  in  a kindred  ailment  of  a noil- 
infectious  nature,  viz.,  ordinary  congestive  or  catarrhal' 
croup,  a very  common  complaint  amongst  young  chil- 
dren. A calomel  powder  of  the  strength  of  1£  grains 
or  2 grains  should  be  given  at  once,  with  powdered 
sugar,  and  the  following  mixture  in  teaspoonful  doses 
every  half  hour  or  hour,  until  the  urgent  symptoms 
subside,  when  it  may  be  given  less  frequently.  1$  liq. 
ferri  perchlorid.  fort.,  iiqx. ; vin.  ipecac.,  3 ij- ; potass, 
nitrat.,  3 ss.-3  j- ! syrupi,  J ss.  ; aq.  ad  ^iss.  The 
calomel  acts  as  a derivative  upon  the  blood  current, 
from  the  laryngeal  to  the  intestinal  mucous  membrane  ; 
it  is  also  a depressant.  The  ipecacuana  is  a puro  do- 
pressant  of  the  heart’s  action.  By  the  combined  action 
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of  those  two  drugs,  the  congestion  of  tho  larynx  is 
diminished  because  of  the  diminished  vis  a tergo.  The 
nitrate  of  potash,  by  preventing  fibrin  formation,  dis- 
perses the  actively  congested  blood,  and  thus  assists  in 
the  obviation  of  stasis  in  the  affected  mucous  membrane ; 
whilst  the  iron,  each  time  the  mixture  is  taken,  exercises 
a distinct  astringent  action  upon  the  parts,  and  thus 
rapidly  relieves  the  respiratory  spasm.  Of  course  if 
the  case  be  one  in  which  the  stage  of  active  congestion 
has  passed,  and  effusion  has  taken  place  into  the  sub- 
mucous tissue,  with  moist  sounds  in  the  chest,  lividity 
of  the  skin,  and  profound  collapse  from  impeded  re- 
spiration, iron  only  should  be  given,  in  full  doses  every 
few  minutes,  with  brandy  or  wine.  In  these  cases 
there  is  the  development  of  the  “ bronchorrhoea  ” of 
Dr.  Richardson,  due  simply  and  solely  to  deficient 
aeration  of  the  blood,  with  consequent  effusion  of  serum 
into  the  air  cells  and  finer  bronchi. 

Measles. — The  great  dangers  of  measles  are  sup- 
pression, collapse,  and  secondary  bronchitis.  In  my 
opinion  these  dangerous  conditions  so  frequently  arise, 
because  of  the  close  proximity  of  the  infective  material 
to  the  circulation  in  the  lungs.  The  germs,  in  their 
growth  and  development  in  the  respiratory  tract  have 
every  facility  afforded  for  those  exhausting  depredations 
upon  the  oxygen  of  the  blood  which  result  in  that 
debility  of  the  circulation  so  often  the  prelude  to  col- 
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lapse.  Hence  the  desirability  of  beginning  at  once 
with  bsematinic  treatment.  For  the  sympathetic  con- 
gestive disturbance  of  the  digestive  tract  and  system 
generally,  the  nitrate  of  potash  in  from  2 to  3 grain 
doses  answers  admirably.  I prescribe  thus : — H 
liquor,  ferri  perchlor.  fort,  uxv.-xv. ; potass,  nitrat. 
3 ss  - 3 ij . ; syrupi  J ss.  ; aq.  ad  J iss.  One  tea- 
spoonful every  two  hours.  The  biniodide  should  also 
be  given,  in  powders  of  Tx¥  or  grain,  three  times  a 
day.  The  secondary  bronchitis  so  often  noticed  as  a 
sequela  of  measles  is  due  I believe  to  further  develop- 
ment of  bacilli  in  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  bronchi. 
There  is  in  such  cases  well-marked  debility  and  spanae- 
mia.  The  treatment  should  be  with  iron  and  the 
biniodide  powders,  with  the  vigorous  application  of  the 
B.P.  turpentine  or  other  stimulating  liniment  to  the 
chest.  The  biniodide  acts  well  in  these  cases,  in  virtue 
of  its  powerful  germicidal  properties.  In  cases  of  sup- 
pressed rash  with  collapse,  iron  in  drop  doses  of  the 
strong  perchloride,  rapidly  brings  out  the  rash  and  re- 
stores the  balance  of  the  circulation.  Alcoholic  stimu- 
lants such  as  wine,  should  also  be  administered.  In 
measles  above  all  other  diseases  with  a septic  or  germ 
origin,  it  cannot  be  too  often  or  too  strongly  insisted 
upon  that  there  is  grave  danger  in  the  giving  of  reme- 
dies which  diminish  the  fibrin -forming  power  of  the 
blood,  because  of  the  facility  afforded  the  developing 
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germs  for  abstraction  of  oxygen  from  the  blood,  and 
consequent  defibrination  of  that  fluid,  in  virtue  of  their 
close  proximity  to  it  during  the  process  of  oxygenation 
itself.  Acetate  and  carbonate  of  ammonia,  and  nitrate 
of  potash  are  the  drugs  of  this  nature  which  are  most 
commonly  used ; and  there  is  no  doubt  that  for  the 
concomitant  sympathetic  febrile  disturbance  of  the 
system  generally  they  answer  well ; but  if  there  be  a 
tendency  such  as  very  frequently  indeed  arises,  to  the 
development  of  an  asthenic  type  of  the  disease,  with 
suppression  or  purple  coloration  of  the  rash,  they  simply 
intensify  the  mischief  and  cause  collapse.  As  soon 
therefore  as  the  sympathetic  febrile  disturbance  has 
disappeared,  the  nitrate  of  potash  should  be  omitted 
from  the  mixture  I have  indicated,  and  iron  only  given, 
hourly  or  half-hourly  when  there  is  great  prostration, 
tendency  to  cyanosis  and  collapse ; or  less  frequently  as 
may  be  required. 

An  attack  of  measles  is  frequently  ushered  in  with 
croup,  and  high  fever.  Of  the  treatment  I have  found 
most  efficacious  in  this  congestive  or  sthenic  form  of  the 
complaint,  I have  already  spoken.  But  another,  of  an 
asthenic  type  may  frequently  be  observed  to  supervene 
during  convalescence  from  an  attack  of  measles.  It 
may  be  called  “ secondary  croup,”  and  it  is  doubtless 
due  to  passive  effusion  into  the  submucous  tissue  of 
the  larynx.  Astringent  and  hramatinic  remedies  alone 
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are  indicated,  and  the  application  locally  of  a solution 
of  nitrate  of  silver  of  the  strength  of  20  grains  to  the 
ounce,  every  day  or  other  day,  with  a laryngeal  brush. 

Chicken-pox. — In  this  disease  the  biniodide  should 
be  given  in  the  form  of  powder,  of  the  strength  of  or 
TV  grain,  according  to  age,  and  iron  with  chlorate  of 
potash  three  times  a day.  In  cases  with  tendency  to 
collapse  and  haemorrhage  into  the  pocks,  iron  only, 
with  stimulants  should  be  given,  as  haemorrhage  is  a 
certain  indication  of  serious  interference  with  the  fibrin- 
forming power  of  the  blood.  The  biniodide  should  be 
given  as  usual.  Locally  I apply  an  ointment  to  each 
pock,  composed  of  carbolic  acid  1 part,  glycerine  4 
parts,  and  zinc  ointment  12  parts,  but  one  of  the 
biniodide  of  the  strength  of  1 in  1000  would  answer 
equally  well. 

Whooping  cough. — In  this  troublesome  and  com- 
mon complaint,  biniodide  treatment  is  signally  effi- 
cacious. The  germs  are  lodged  in  the  mucous 
membrane  of  the  larynx.  Their  growth  and  deve- 
lopment there  in  the  early  stages,  cause  irritation  of 
the  bronchial  mucous  membrane,  and  sympathetic 
congestion  at  the  base  of  the  brain  is  set  up  by  irrita- 
tion of  the  vagus.  The  initial  symptoms  therefore  are 
bronchitic  and  meningeal.  They  may  also  be  intestinal 
in  the  shape  of  urgent  vomiting  from  reflex  irritation 
of  the  gastric  branches  of  the  vagus.  During  this 
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period  of  invasion,  and  particularly  when  the  chief  scat 
of  disturbance  is  meningeal,  the  temperature  often 
reaches  103°,  and  convulsions  frequently  occur.  Abor- 
tive treatment  should  be  adopted  at  once  by  means  of 
the  biniodide  of  mercury,  combined  with  such  reme- 
dies as  are  suitable  for  the  predominant  concurrent 
sympathetic  affection.  If  that  be  meningeal,  as  indi- 
cated by  great  restlessness,  sleeplessness,  backward 
fixation  of  the  head,  glueing  of  the  eyelids  in  one  or 
both  eyes  with  abundant  Meibomian  secretion,  dryness 
of  the  nostrils,  continual  movement  of  the  lips  or  jaws 
or  tongue,  and  high  temperature,  the  biniodide  mixture 
should  be  given  in  teaspoonful  doses,  with  grain  doses 
of  chloral,  every  two  hours.  The  chloral  should  be 
omitted  or  given  only  at  night,  as  soon  as  the  tempera- 
ture is  reduced. 

If  bronchitic,  the  best  remedy  is  the  liquor  ammonia) 
aeetatis  in  the  usual  doses,  biniodide  powders  being 
given  three  times  a day.  When  the  cough  is  urgent, 
2 grain  doses  of  chloral  and  from  2 to  8 minim  doses 
of  belladonna  should  be  added  to  the  mixture. 

If  the  sympathetic  disturbance  be  mainly  gastric,  a 
mixture  of  bismuth,  and  hydrocyanic  and  carbolic  acids 
answers  admirably,  and  the  biniodide  powders  may  be 
given  as  usual.  Locally,  the  biniodide  lotion  may  be 
applied  by  means  of  a laryngeal  brush  three  times  a 
day,  although  the  powders,  given  in  water,  will  as  a 
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xulo  answer,  ivitliout  the  use  of  this  terrifying  instru- 
ment. 

The  feverishness  having  subsided  by  the  abox'tive 
treatmexit  adopted,  the  patient  is  left  more  or  less 
anxemic,  and  subject  to  occasional  attacks  of  paroxys- 
mal cough,  which  may  be  very  rapidly  cured  with  a 
combination  of  iron  percliloride,  chloral  and  belladonna, 
and  the  biniodide  powders,  given  three  times  a day. 
Carbolic  acid,  in  minixn  doses,  by  its  well-known  anaes- 
thetic action  upon  the  gastric  and  pharyngeal  mucous 
sxxrfaces,  checks  the  cough  and  the  vomiting  of  whoop- 
ing coixglx,  aixd  thus  leaves  the  vital  powers  with  every 
chance  of  asserting  themselves.  But  in  those  cases 
where  the  disease  has  extended  into  the  remotest  parts 
of  the  bronchial  system,  and  caused  ulceration  of  the  skin 
and  mucous  membranes,  that  remedy  alone,  is  powerless. 
The  blood  has  lost  almost  all  its  fibrin  and  haemoglobin ; 
the  skin  is  white  as  alabaster,  the  flesh  throughout  the 
body  soft  and  flabby ; and  the  mucous  membranes  of  the 
mouth  and  pharynx  are  covered  with  aphthous  patches 
and  sloughing  ulcerations.  In  such  cases  iron  in  drop 
doses  every  hour  rapidly  brings  the  patient  into  a better 
condition,  whilst  the  biniodide,  prescribed  in  the  form 
of  powders  of  XV  grain,  destroys  the  germs  lodged  and 
developed  in  the  minutest  sxxbdivisions  of  the  bronchi, 
and  thxxs  materially  aids  in  the  cxxre.  If  any  sedative 
be  needed  at  night,  from  2 to  3 grains  of  chloral,  in 
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simple  syrup,  may  be  advantageously  given  at  bed- time. 

When  neither  meningeal  nor  bronchitic  symptoms 
are  present  from  the  first,  a mixture  of  iron,  chloral 
and  belladonna  may  be  given  throughout,  with  the 
biniodide  powders  three  times  a day. 

Mumps. — In  this  infectious  disease  a cure  by  abor- 
tive treatment  may  rapidly  be  effected  by  means  of  the 
biniodide,  administered  in  solution  of  potassic  iodide  as 
indicated  in  previous  prescriptions.  If  there  be  much 
sympathetic  febrile  disturbance,  from  2 to  3 grain  doses 
of  the  salicylate  of  soda  may  be  added,  and  2 minim 
doses  of  the  tincture  of  aconite  for  from  twenty- four  to 
thirty  hours,  and  particularly  if  there  should  arise  sym- 
ptoms of  meningeal  mischief. 

Enteric  fever. — In  this  specific  fever  the  defibrina- 
tion of  the  blood  is  a marked  result  of  the  depredations 
of  germ -life  upon  its  hiemoglobin.  It  is  evidenced  at 
an  early  date  during  the  onset  of  the  disease  in  frequent 
epistaxis  as  an  almost  constant  symptom. 

The  morbid  changes  in  the  intestine  may  be  described 
as  inflammatory  and  ulcerative,  chiefly  affecting  the 
Peyerian  patches.  The  inflammation,  set  up  by  the 
lodgment,  growth,  and  development  of  typhoid  germs, 
(or  whatever  the  materies  morbi  may  be  described  as), 
results  in  ulceration,  and  this  process  favours  further 
absorption  of  infective  material  into  the  blood. 

Of  all  the  well-known  symptoms  of  enteric  fever  the 
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state  of  the  tongue  may  be  described  as  pathognomonic. 
There  is  a hard,  dry,  more  or  less  fissured  centre,  with 
a moist  more  or  less  clean  edge,  extending  from  the 
base  to  the  tip  of  the  organ.  The  diagnostic  value  of 
this  symptom,  as  indeed  of  tongue  symptoms  in  general 
is  considerable.  The  centre  of  the  tongue  corresponds 
to  the  mesenteric  attachment  of  the  intestine,  and  the 
edges  to  the  opposite  surface.  Now,  as  Peyer’s  patches 
are  attached  along  that  portion  of  the  lumen  of  the  in- 
testine which  is  opposite  to  the  mesenteric  attachment, 
the  symptom  of  moisture  of  the  edges  of  the  tongue 
indicates  the  “liquefying”  action  of  developed  germs 
upon  the  tissues  and  blood  in  their  immediate  vicinity  ; 
whilst  the  dry,  hard,  inflamed  and  fissured  centre, 
corresponding  to  that  portion  where  the  blood-supply 
enters,  points  to  the  inflammatory  irritation  set  up, 
with  consequent  stasis  and  effusion  of  inflammatory 
lymph  between  the  mucous  and  submucous  tissues 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  ulcerative  mischief. 
This  irritative  inflammation  in  the  vicinity  of  infective 
areas  is  observed  in  other  diseases ; in  the  parametritis 
and  perimetritis,  e.g.,  of  puerperal  septiefemia;  in  the 
acute  glandular  inflammation  of  scarlet  fever  and  diph- 
theria ; and  (there  should  I think  be  no  doubt)  also  in 
the  acute  irritative  pleuritis  of  the  so-called  pleuro- 
pneumonia, which  would  be  much  better  described  as 
“ acute  pulmonary  sepsis.”

The  other  symptoms  of  typhoid  are  too  well-known 
to  need  description  in  this  paper. 

Treatment. — The  germicidal  and  htematinic  treat- 
ment of  enteric  fever  by  means  of  the  biniodide  and 
iron,  with  chlorate  of  potash,  has  yielded  excellent 
results  in  my  experience.  The  effect  on  the  tem- 
perature and  dejecta  is  marked  and  rapid,  reducing 
the  former  and  disinfecting  the  latter.  The  biniodide 
can  be  given  either  in  pill  or  powder,  of  the  strength  of 
from  to  | grain  three  times  a day.  The  iron  and 
chlorate  of  potash  is  given  in  usual  doses  every  two  or 
three  hours.  The  diet  should  be  mainly  if  not  entirely 
a milk  one.  When  the  biniodide  has  produced  bilious 
motions,  the  dose  should  be  diminished  or  administered 
less  frequently.  A cure  may  confidently  be  expected  in 
from  twelve  to  twenty-one  days. 

In  pyaemia  and  puerperal  fever,  the  biniodide  and 
iron  treatment  is  likewise  most  effectual.  Here  local 
measures,  as  in  scarlet  fever,  are  indispensably  neces- 
sary. The  biniodide  in  solution  of  potassic  or  sodic 
iodide,  may  be  prepared  for  the  cleansing  of  surgical 
cases,  as  follows  : — To  six  ounces  of  the  solution  of 
bichloride  of  mercury  (B.P.)  add  from  thirty-five  to 
forty  minims  of  a 1 in  4 solution  of  the  iodide  of  potas- 
sium or  sodium.  This  gives  a clear  liquid,  of  the 
strength  of  1-1000  of  the  biniodide.  For  puerperal 
cases  an  equal  quantity  of  hot  water  added,  gives  a 1 
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in  2000  solution  for  uterine  injection,  which  will  be 
found  thoroughly  trustworthy. 

Internally,  the  biniodide  pills  of  tho  strength  of  j 
grain  should  be  given  three  times  a day,  and  full  doses 
of  the  perchloride  of  iron  every  two  hours,  until  there 
is  a considerable  fall  in  the  temperature,  when  both 
remedies  may  be  given  less  frequently  and  in  diminished 
doses. 

Syphilis. — Although  the  germ  origin  of  syphilis  is 
doubted  by  some  authorities,  the  evidence  in  favour  of 
such  a doctrine  is  very  strong,  and  not  the  least  con- 
vincing is  the  fact  of  its  perfect  curability  by  the  most 
powerful  known  germicide — the  biniodide  of  mercury. 
The  remedy  is  best  given  in  the  form  of  mixture  (before 
prescribed)  and  it  acts  well  in  any  stage  of  the  disease. 
If  ever  there  was  found  a radical  cure  for  any  disease  it 
m ay  be  exemplified  again  in  the  red  iodide  treatment  of 
syphilis.  In  those  cases  occurring  during  pregnancy 
no  apprehension  need  be  felt  for  the  child  if  the  mixture 
be  dutifully  taken  until  all  traces  have  left  the  skin  and 
mucous  membranes  during  the  secondary  stage.  The 
healing  of  the  primary  sore  is  very  rapid;  all  secondary 
eruptions  quickly  disappear  ; and  tertiary  affections  are 
readily  removable  by  this  potent  remedy.  Tho  peculiar 
quasi-cancerous  syphilitic  tongue  is  marvellously  af- 
fected by  biniodide  treatment,  the  action  of  the  remedy 
in  quickly  restoring  the  organ  to  its  normal  appearance, 
being  especially  gratifying. 
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Iu  syphilitic  iritis  (as  indeed  in  all  other  forms  ol 
that  disease)  the  biniodide  mixture  is  very  effective. 

In  small-pox  I would  suggest  the  administration  of 
diaphoretics,  such  as  the  acetate  of  ammonia,  with  the 
biniodide  in  pill,  three  times  a day,  until  the  rash 
appears.  As  soon  as  the  pocks  mature,  or  sooner  if 
there  should  arise  any  symptom  of  collapse  or  haemor- 
rhagic affection  into  them,  iron  should  be  given  in  full 
doses,  upon  the  principles  laid  down  under  the  head  of 
“ scarlatina.”  Locally,  an  ointment  of  the  biniodide 
and  vaseline  of  the  strength  of  f grain  to  the  ounce 
might  with  advantage  be  freely  applied ; or  boro- 
glyceride. 

In  typhus  fever  and  the  plague,  iron  would  ap- 
pear to  be  even  more  urgently  indicated  than  germicidal 
remedies,  although  I have  no  doubt  that  both  would 
prove  serviceable,  and  effectual. 

In  hydrophobia  the  great  remedy  is  prevention  by 
early  and  proper  treatment  of  the  initial  lesion.  The 
nitrate  of  silver  is  worse  than  useless.  Dr.  Albert 
Wilson  speaks  highly  of  the  thorough  application  of 
pure  carbolic  acid  to  ail  dog  bites,  and  I have  found  it 
painless  and  very  effective.  A course  of  preventive 
treatment,  as  suggested  by  me  in  the  Lancet  of  March 
13th,  1880,  might  be  of  service.  The  biniodide  dis- 
solved in  sodic  iodide,  and  of  the  strength  of  1 in  50, 
would  be  far  more  potent  than  carbolic  acid,  but  I have 
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not  yet  used  any  other  remedy.  During  the  attack, 
the  biniodide  in  full  doses,  dissolved  in  sodic  iodide, 
might  be  injected  into  the  muscles  every  two  hours, 
until  the  full  effect  of  the  iodide  was  obtained. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  for  me  to  add,  that  the  binio- 
dide, in  common  with  other  preparations  of  mercury, 
should  never  be  given  when  there  is  any  affection  of  the 
kidneyB. 
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Directions  for  the  Prevention  of  the  spread  of  In- 
fectious Fevers  from  one  house  to  another. 

1.  If  possible,  separate  tlie  patient  immediately,  from 
the  rest  of  the  inmates.  For  this  purpose  a room  at 
the  top  of  the  house  is  the  best  sick  room,  provided 
there  is  a fire-place  so  as  to  allow  free  ventilation. 

2.  If  a child  cannot  be  separated  from  the  other 
children,  at  least  separate  it  from  the  father  and  other 
bread-winners,  so  as  to  prevent  their  carrying  the  in- 
fection out  of  the  house. 

3.  Strip  the  room  in  which  the  patient  lies,  of  all 
carpets  and  curtains,  if  it  can  be  reasonably  done. 

4.  Unless  the  water  is  very  good  it  should  be  boiled 
before  being  drunk. 

5.  The  discharges  from  the  bowels  and  kidneys 
should  be  received  on  their  issue  from  the  body,  into 
vessels  charged  with  disinfectants.  One  of  the  best  of 
these  is  green  copperas  or  sulphate  of  iron,  the  price  of 
which  is  about  2 d.  per  lb.  Two  pounds  should  be  dis- 
solved in  a gallon  of  water,  and  a teacupful  of  tho  solu- 
tion put  in  the  night-pan  every  time  before  it  is  used 
by  the  patient,  and  the  same  quantity  poured  down 
the  water-closet  after  emptying  it.  A waterproof 
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mackintosh  sheet  should  be  placed  upon  the  bed  under 
the  blanket  or  sheet. 

G.  A basin  containing  disinfectant  fluid,  of  one  kind 
or  another,  should  be  kept  on  the  bed  for  the  patient  to 
spit  into  ; and  small  pieces  of  old  linen  should  be  used 
instead  of  pocket-handkerchiefs  for  wiping  the  mouth 
and  nose,  each  piece  being  at  once  burnt  after  being 
used. 

7.  All  glasses,  cups,  etc.,  used  by  the  patient  should 
be  carefully  washed  in  a disinfectant  fluid  before  being 
used  by  others. 

8.  A large  vessel  containing  a disinfectant  recom- 
mended by  the  medical  man  in  attendance,  should  be 
kept  in  the  room.  All  bed  and  body  linen  on  its  re- 
moval from  the  person  should  be  immediately  placed 
therein. 

9.  No  one  but  the  nurse  should  enter  the  room,  and 
particularly  in  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough. 
On  leaving  the  room  the  hands  should  be  washed  with 
one  or  other  of  the  many  antiseptic  soaps  in  use,  and 
the  sick  room  dress  removed. 

10.  No  child,  after  having  had  an  infectious  disorder 
should  return  to  school  without  a certificate  from  the 
medical  attendant,  stating  that  it  can  do  so  without  risk 
to  other  children  ; nor  should  any  workman  return  to 
a manufactory  or  shop,  without  such  certificate. 

11.  In  scarlet  fever  disinfectants  should  be  used  dur- 
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ing  the  quarantine.  At  the  end  of  ten  days  or  a fort- 
night, provided  the  throat  is  clear  from  ulcerative 
mischief,  a child  may  be  put  with  others,  after  being 
well  washed  with  c.arbolic  soap.  Clean  the  patient’s 
clothes  twice  over,  first  at  the  end  of  ten  days  or  a fort- 
night, and  again  at  the  month  end.  Cloth  clothes 
should  be  steeped  in  chloralum  or  Condy’s  fluid,  three 
tablespoonfuls  to  a gallon  of  water,  for  two  hours  or 
more,  and  then  washed.  When  chloralum  is  used, 
thoroughly  rinse  them  afterwards  with  cold  water  with- 
out soap,  and  then  wash  them  with  soap.  Afterwards 
hang  them  out  in  the  open  air,  if  possible  in  the  sun- 
shine, for  a week  or  more,  or  before  a large  fire  for 
some  days.  Wash  and  disinfect  everything  whatsoever 
in  the  patient’s  room  in  the  third  week.  A waterproof 
sheet,  if  badly  soiled  should  be  burnt.  Mattresses  need 
not  be  picked  to  pieces  unless  soiled  or  wetted  ; they 
should  be  well  sponged  with  disinfecting  fluid  twice, 
being  allowed  to  get  quite  dry  before  a second  applica- 
tion. 

12.  In  typhus  and  typhoid  fevers  especial  care  should 
be  taken  to  disinfect  the  discharges  from  the  bowels 
and  destroy  effluvia,  until  they  have  returned  to  the 
normal  condition.  In  small- pox  everything  should  be 
done  as  in  scarlet  fever.  In  addition,  the  pox  should  be 
anointed  with  antiseptic  unguents  of  one  kind  or 
another. 
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13.  On  the  recovery,  removal  or  death  of  a patient, 
the  room  and  its  contents  should  be  fumigated  with 
sulphur.  Having  first  removed  the  paper  by  moisten- 
ing the  walls  with  disinfecting  fluid,  put  half  a pound 
to  a pound  of  brimstone  broken  into  small  pieces,  into 
an  iron  dish,  or  a lid  of  an  iron  saucepan,  or  a pipkin, 
supported  by  a pair  of  tongs  over  a pail  of  water. 
The  chimney  and  other  openings  are  then  to  he  closed 
with  paper  pasted  on,  and  half  a shovelful  of  hot  cinders 
put  upon  the  brimstone.  The  door  should  then  be  shut, 
the  crevices  covered  with  paper  and  paste,  and  the  room 
kept  closed  for  six  or  eight  hours.  Everything  wash- 
able should  then  be  washed,  the  floor  with  a disinfect- 
ing fluid,  and  the  walls  and  ceiling  with  lime-wash. 

14.  In  case  of  death,  sprinkle  two  pounds  of  carbo- 
late  of  lime  powder  partly  over  the  body  and  partly  in 
the  bottom  of  the  coffin.  Carbolic  powder  or  other  dis- 
infectants will  answer  equally  well  for  this  purpose.
